Connally Sees 
Revision of 
Neutrality Act 


Senator Says Action May 
Be Taken in Very Near 
Future. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.— 
(INS)—Chairman Tom Connally, 
Democrat, Texas, of the powerful 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
itee, said tonight that repeal or 
jrevision of the neutrality act will 
be considered by congress “in the 
ivery near future.” 

This was the most positive ade

ithe law’s abrogation or modifica- 
ition will formally be considered 
‘soon in congress. 


It had been reported widely, 
however, that President Roosevelt 
‘would ask for such action by con- 
gress within the next month. 

High Republican members of the 
senate disclosed today that a pre- 
liminary poll showed clearly that 
the senate would vote repeal of 
the neutrality statute. 

Connally asserted in an inter- 
view: 

“The matter of repeal or revi- 
sion of the act will be given con- 
sideration in the light of events 
‘in the very near future. I am

the American Legion.

Up To Japan 

The future role of Japan in the war must 
be decided by the Japanese government it- 
elf. That is the basic fact underlying the 
present situation in the Far East. 

Whether Japan will continue as a partner of 
Germany, in the Axis, or whether Tokyo will 
take the wiser course and so behave as to justify 
resumption of diplomatic relations with the 
United States and Britain can be decided no- 
where save in the Japanese government. 

This country, and Britain, will advance no 

roposals to Tokyo. Both are ready and willing 
to listen to whatever Japan has to offer in the 
way of peaceful settlement of the present dif- 
ferences. But the initiative in any moves for 
continued peace must come from Japan. 

t is conceded by all informed officials, both 
here and in Britain, that it would not be overly 
difficult to crush the Japanese. The life of the 
Japanese empire depends upon her navy, not 
her army. Without a navy the island empiresof 
the Far East cannot survive. No one doubts 
that the British and American naval forces now 
in the Far East could easily destroy the Japa- 
nese navy. And capture, or destroy, the greater 
part of her merchant fleets. Once this was 
done, all Japan would be at our mercy. 

Japan,.if she will, can keep the peace. If 
she provides sufficient guarantees as to future 
behavior the embargo, now enforced against 
her, may be lifted. But Japan must decide 
quickly, for already it has been shown that 
continuance of that embargo means, for her, 
quick economic ruin. — 

And whatever proposals Japan makes they 
ust provide for full acknowledgement of the 
ights of China. There must be restitution 
for the fearful wrongs wreaked upon the 
Chinese, there must be full. recognition of the 
Chinese government and restoration of the 
seized territories. 

For, whatever comes, the United States 
not “let down” the Chinese. Five hun- 
dred million people have endured more than 
four years of frightful war. In any settle- 
ment with Japan it must be understood that 
American aid, American materials, will con- 
tinue to flow to the Chinese, so long as they 
are needed. 

There is little need to fear Japan. For the 
United States and Britain hold all the trumps 
%in whatever diplomatic game Tokyo wishes 
to play.

The Price of Milk 
It is unfortunate that the State Milk Con- 
trol Board has seen fit to raise the price of 
milk in the Atlanta area to 16 cents a quart. 
Even without this raise, the former price of 
15 cents was higher than in most other com- 


parable cities. 

The unfortunate part of the lies 
chiefly in the fact that the higher price will 
make it more difficult for the underprivileged 
portion of the population to get the amount 
of milk which they should have. Too many 
children of the poorer quarters of Atlanta 
are today undernourished to make it possible 
to accept higher milk prices with equanimity. 
Milk is the one food children need to give 
them a fair physical start in life. 
of Agriculture Tom Linder

Commissioner 
has now come to bat on behalf of the milk 
producers. Charging that the present milk 
board is biased in favor of the “organized 
middie man” in the milk industry, he con- 
tends that, under the law, a price “floor” for 
producers is set at one-half the price paid 
by the consumer. Thus milk which retails at 
16 cents a quart—64 cents a gallon—should 
‘bring to the producer 32 cents a gallon. 

Regardless of the price now paid to pro- 
ducers, one thing is sure. The average con- 
sumer in Atlanta will regret and object to the 
higher price. But, if there is nothing to be 
done about that price increase, the consumer 
will logically prefer for the producer to bene- 
fit rather than the middle man. 


Proper organization of the industry would, 


undoubtedly, not only inure to the benefit of 
producers, but by greater efficiency in dls- 
tribution, and other means, bring about 
prices to the consumer even lower than those 
in effect before the new raise was ordered.

Slums and Playgrounds 

Because of the large areas devoted to 
gardens and lawns in the better residential! 
districts, few Atlantans realize how pitifully 
short of recreation ‘the city 
sections which may rightfully be described as 
slums. In fact the majority of Atlantans have 
no conception of how large, and how disgrace- 
ful, are some of the slum areas of this proud 
city. 

In recent years great 
done in rehousing. The various projects which 
have been completed, both for whites and for 
Negroes, have replaced conditions of life which 
were shockingly bad: But slums still remain. 
There are areas of Atlanta where, for block 
after block, nothing stands except ancient 
Shacks, or decayed. houses, overcrowded, dirty 
and unsanitary, which should never be per- 
mitted as human habitations. 

In a story published in The Constitution 
yesterday Willard Cope told in forceful and 
sUccinct phrase, of the lack of parks and 
playgrounds for the underprivileged children 
of these slums. They have no place to seek 
their recreation, their fun and the proper 
outlet for childhood’s excess energy, save the 
streets. And it is When streets are playgrounds 
that juvenile delinquency is born, ready to 
grow into adult criminality. 

Provision of proper playgrounds, of super- 
vised areas where these boys and girls could 
find legitimate outlet for their natural desire 
for exercise, for fun and for adventure, would 
be costly, undoubtedly.

Waiting for Jerry 

Reports from Britain indicate that, if and 
when the Nazi Luftwaffe resumes its air blitz- 
krieg against English cfties, it will meet a 
defense surpassing in effectiveness anything 
yet imagined in air warfare. 

The long months of the summer during 
which no Nazi bombers, worth speaking of, 
came over Britain have not been wasted by 
British war industry. Factories have been 
turning out heavier caliber antiaircraft guns 
at a rapid rate; searchlights of higher pene- 
trative power and other mechanical and elec- 
trical devices have been created in vast quan- 
tities. Already some of these devices are in 
use, accounting for an increasingly higher 
percentage of enemy raiders. 

Ring after ring of these new and heavier 
antiaircraft guns have been placed around 
London. These defenses now extend far out- 
side the limits of the metropolis. Similar rings 
of guns have been placed around other vital 
cities. 

But, in addition to the guns and the 
searchlights, new and secret anti-raid mech- 


anisms have been perfected. Members of the. 


Home Guard have volunteered in hundreds for 
the specialized training required to properly 
perform the technical duty of handling these 
new weapons. Liverpool, according to the Brit- 
ish war office, is the first British city to be 
fully equipped with these new secrets of 
defense. | 

Too, the British have, this summer, vastly 
improved their equipment and organization 
for the care of blitz victims. 

But the important point is, if Jerry Starts 
coming over once again in large numbers, he 
will run into an even hotter reception than 
he did last winter.

WASHINGTON PARADE

THE WAR IN THE AIR WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—It is 


now nearly three months since a 
bomb has fallen on London. With the exception of a few minor air 
raids here and there, the same is practically true of the entire British 
Isles. Not since Hitler launched his invasion of Russia on June 22 
have the Germans conducted any air raids worthy of the name 
against the English. 

During the same period the British, rather than relax their 
efforts, have intensified their air bombardment of both Germany 
and strategic Nazi-occupied areas of Europe. Berlin has been sub- 
jected to the worst air raids it has experienced since the war started, 
while the hammering of other German industrial centers has been 
kept up consistently. There have even been extensive British 
forays against far distant Italian cities. : 

Despite the outraged expressions of the Nazi-controlled press 
after each Berlin attack, there has been no move at retaliation, 
although threats of reprisals have been the main order of the day 
as though the Germans themselves hadn't started all the foul busi- 
ness of dropping bombs and incéndiaries on open cities. 

After the first month of the lull in the air attacks on the Eng- 
lish the suggested plan of military observers was that the Germans 
needed all of their air force for prosecution of the Russian campaign. 
They could not spare planes and pilots for waging air combat on 
both fronts, 

MUST BE ANOTHER REASON But the way they have al- 

lowed almost two additional! 
months to go by -without retaliating, taking greater punishment 
progressively as the days passed, suggests another answer of a dif- 
ferent design. Certainly Hitler’s reserve air force, generally 
knowledged to be the largest of any world power, is sufficient to 
permit a continuation of at least intermittent attacks on the British 
while he is still engaged with the Russians. Enough could be em- 
ployed to maintain a nuisance value in the destruction of morale, 
if nothing else. 

Yet nearly three months have passed since a bomb has fallen 
on London. 

The answer now being advanced fits into the pattern of the 
peace offensive which Hitler was understood to be prepared to 
launch once he successfully wound up the Russian campaign. From 
our own intelligence officers abroad and from the British, we have 
received information all along that it was the purpose of the German 
dictator to wage a comprehensive peace campaign when and if he 
disposed of Russia. It was to be built on sentiment of anti-Com- 


munism. 

PEACE OFFERING? Hitler, according to the reports, hoped 
to set himself up as the savior of the 

world from Communism, using this theme as a method of softening 

the resistance of the British and other democratic nations to a peace 

with the Nazis at any price. 

He could not have hoped to find the British less adamant if the 
bombing of London and other English cities continued right up to 
the time for launching the peace offensive. A dogged, determined 
people, the British were more apt to carry on to the last man under 
the provocation of such inhuman war conditions. By ordering a 
halt te the civilian bombings, even in the face of growing attacks 
on their own cities, Hitler saw the possibility of putting the British 
in a more responsive frame of mind to his planned peace overtures 
later. | 

At least all of this is the latest hypothesis that is suggested in 
semiofficial and military circles in possible explanation of an other- 
wise enigmatic situation. It does not make sense that he would de-

Here an earthling, looking up at the small silver ships in the 
sky, their aluminum bodies and wings catching the sun and giv- 
ing off flashes as if a mirror were held up against the sun, swears 
at his own impotency. His life, which is filled with the safe 
things which our inventors have given us, such as radios, gramo- 
phones, and .even such magical machines: as will let us listen to 
the captains and the kings across the seas, suddenly seem empty 
and meaningless. 

It isn’t that flying is glamorous It isn't, really. It is hard, 
hot work. It requires that man train himself to see a great many 
things all at once as they appear to him on his instrument board. 
Just as some persons can look at a paragraph in a book and read 
it at once, so can a pilot look at his instruments and see them all 
without looking at just one of them It is not glamorous. It is 
not that all the pilots become somehow, Sir Gallahads or super- 
men. It is just that here is something new that has come into 
our world, man has conquered a new element. And only a few 
of us can know it or feel it. 

So, the earthlings look up and watch and feel small and un- 
important. So, the earthlings watch the slim young men as they 
climb into a plane, taxi it to the end of a runway and send it 
down it, engine gunned up to a mighty, steady growl, lift it off 
and into the air. So, the earthlings walk away to sit down and 
eat lunch and comment on the heat and the excellence of th 
meat and the coolness of the tea. But the ears really listen to 
the sky. 

In all their minds is the little gnawing mouse of a thought 
which comes out into a corner of the mind and says, “Well, they 
are up there and you are down here. They can fly and do barrel 
rolls and spins and loops. They can see the horizon miles away 
while yours is short and close. They can see the rim of the world 
and here you are eating a salad and a piece of beef and pretty 
soon you will plod to your car and get in it and go back to the 
hotel.
